source fTles at the beginning of the operation! 

1, A complete set of father files, 

2, A complete set of user-son files* and 

3, A complete set of manuf acturer-son f I I ee, 

Note! the complete set of user-son flits may be mada oy 

copying the father files and replacing Just those that were 
edited.

1, Area 1 for father f 1 let, 

2, Area 2 for user-son fl|es» 

3, Area 3 for manufacturer-son files, 

4, Area 4 for correction flies* and 

5, Area 5 for grandson files.

3.3 Restore the Manufacturer-Son Files

3|4 Producing Correction Files 

For the following examples let us choose a few specific disk 
areas. 

Let the father-files be placed on area C10»777703i 

Let the user-son files be placed on area Ci0»777713 f 

Let the manufacturer-son files be placed on area Ca,0# 777">2] , 

Let the work-area be on area C10#77773], 

Let the grandson area be on area C12I » 77774 3 . 

It Is Important that the father disk area and the son areas 
have no extraneous files, otherwise the correction files 
produced for the complex will Include corrections for the 
extraneous files, It Is also Important that both correction 
files produced In multi-file mode are made with the father 
area unchanged (file order and file oontents) so that al| 
subfile corrections appear In the same ordert This Js a 
reaulrement of the merging operation, The file names USRCOR 
and MANCOR Indicate user oorreotlons and manufacturer's 
corrections respectively,

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3.6 Resolving ConflTots 

Conflicts created by Independent editing of the source files 
must be resolved by editing the merged correction file »ln 
this example file 30102,COR| Be otreful not to Tnstrt extra 
form feeds Into the correction file at they will be edited 
Into the final output. To do this* always use N rather than 
P TECO commands to move down ths file, 

CAM treats Identical edits to the same lines of the bass 
file and Identical deletions as oonfllcta, To resolve suoh 
a pseudo-conf I Joti delete one of the pair of conflicting 
corrections from ths correction file,

three Items besides FED ere required to produce the f|ne| 
edTted version of a complex of fl|esi 

1, The oese (father) complex of files, 

2, The merged correction file, and 

3, A clean disk area. 

After the merged correction fl|e Is edited* It must be 

applied by FED to the base complex to produce a final edited 

version, Following the preoeding examples the command
